The/ use the same basic airangement as Ihe previously mentioned versions but rely 
on tambonne, precussion, tach piano and bass fa the backing track, using only 
some earty Who-lype feedback at the instrumental break, which sounds mae like a 
synthsizerthan a guitar. The vocal is delivered in a cold, detached style, similar to 
another vocal style heard recently by Maiylm in Ihe group Kongress, which makes 
the overall effect of this record ADDICTIVE. 


The flip side is entitled "MONEY B" and is basically an extended jam reworking of 
side A.
